to notify the public of council’s 
intent. Council can, with the 
consent of four councilmembers, 
suspend the rules to allow first 
and second readings at the same 
meeting. Because this was the 
last council meeting before the 
deadline for passage, the budget 
ordinance was proposed for ap- 
proval under suspension of the 
rules. 





Councilmembers Rodney Roberts 
and Edward Putens voted against 
that motion—not because they 
wanted to raise those fees, but 
because they felt that none of the 
bus fares should have been in- 
creased. 

On .the expenditures side, 
again just one change did not 
pass unanimously. Roberts voted

For a while, it looked as if the 
Greenbelt City Council would not 
adopt a budget for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1 at its June 5 
regular meeting. There was even 
discussion of what would happen 
if the budget did not pass that 
night, which was the last regular 
council meeting before the June 


10 deadline established in the city 
charter. But after a little over 
two hours, council finally ap- 
proved the budget on a 3-2 vote 
with Councilmembers. Alan 
Turnbull and Rodney Roberts op- 
posed. 


The Easy Part 

Although tedious, the first 
stage, adopting the changes, was 
easy. On the revenue side, six 
changes were moved and 
adopted. The only one not to 
pass unanimously was a proposal 
not to raise the senior citizen 
and youth fares on the Greenbelt 
Connection (the city bus service). 


Process 

The budget adoption process 
consists of three steps. First, 
council approved a series of mo- 
tions amending the budget pro- 
posed by City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin back in April, to re- 
flect council’s decisions. These

against the changes to the public 
safety budget, although he did 
not explain his vote. 
Councilmember Alan Turnbull 


voted for the changes although . 


he lost his fight to reword the 
item for rental cars for the police 
department to indicate that more 
cars could be rented if the funds 
expended remained the same.

Kenilworth Ave. Proposal Is 


Subject of Public Hearing

The State Highway Adminis- 
tration (SHA) will conduct an in- 
formational public meeting on 
Wednesday, June 21 dealing with 
proposed modifications to the US 
1/MD 201 (Kenilworth Ave./ 
Edmonston Rd.) Corridor from 
the Capital Beltway to MD 198 
(see map). The meeting will run 


from 5:30 to 8:30 p.m. at High 
Point Senior High School, 3601 
Powder Mill Road in Beltsville. 
SHA notes that “no formal pre- 
sentation will be given.” 

In existence since the late 
1980s and-early 1990s, then 
tabled in 1996 and reinitiated in 
mid-1999, the project is currently 
in the Project Planning Stage. 





According to SHA, this stage in- 
cludes agency and public involve- 
ment, as well as engineering and 
environmental studies. It involves 
the development and review of 
“all reasonable alternatives,” in- 
cluding the No-Build alternative. 

Display areas will be set up at 
the June 21 meeting explaining 
the purpose and need for the 
project, the conceptual categories 
being considered (for example, 
limited-access or open-access) and 
potential environmental impacts. 
A slide presentation will be shown 
continuously during the meeting 
and SHA representatives will be 
present to discuss the project and 
record comments from the public. 

History 

According to SHA, several pre- 

liminary concepts developed dur- 


ing the first stages of the project 


included: no build; extend US 1 to 
six lanes with center left turn 
movements; extend MD 201 as a 
six-lane divided curbed road from 
I-495 to Contee Road; and/or ex- 
tend MD 201 from Baltimore Pike 
to Contee Road. 

At the time - the early 1990s - 
the concepts addressed the poten- 
tial for construction of an Inter- 
County Connector (ICC). Al- 
though the Prince George’s and 
Montgomery County Councils do 
not currently support the ICC

The committee assigned the 
cover art design for this year's 
edition of the display kit to a 
proud Jessica. In creating the 
computer-generated cover art, Jes- 
sica focused on the women’s di- 
versity and included honorees of 
various ages, professions, and so- 
cial/ethnic backgrounds.

Council to Present Views 
On Sector Plan June 19

Three members -of the city 
council — Mayor pro tem Alan 
Turnbull, Thomas White, and 
Rodney Roberts — will present 
the views of the City of 
Greenbelt at a public hearing at 7 
p.m. in Upper Marlboro on Mon- 
day, June 19 before the Prince 
George’s County Council. They 
will offer, in part, the city’s re- 
sponse to the Preliminary 
Greenbelt Metro Area Sector 
Plan and the Proposed Sectional 
Map Amendment (SMA), which 
were presented last month to the 
county council by the Prince 
George’s County Planning Board 
of the Maryland-National Capital 
Park and Planning Commission 
(M-NCPPC). | 

The plan proposal and accom- 
panying SMA are the culmination 
of a more than two-year process 
involving a professional team 
headed by project director Joe 
Chang of the county’s Park and 
Planning staff; area stakeholders, 


including the three nearby mu- 
nicipalities, Greenbelt, College 
Park, and Berwyn Heights; and 
interested citizens. The results of 
their. work, involving four 


charrettes and numerous public

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meetings, are contained in two 
publications, a 256-page book 
and a 76-page environmental 
supplement. Free copies of the 
proposals are available at the 
Greenbelt city office and at the 
Greenbelt library. 

Before the public hearing in 
Upper Marlboro, displays con- 
cerning the reports will be on 
view in the first-floor lobby of 
the County Administration 
Building. The meeting itself 
will take place’in the Council 
Hearing Room, also on the first 
floor. 

Members of the public may 
speak at the hearing, with each 
speaker allotted no more than 
three minutes. To be listed on 
the roster of speakers, call the 
M-NCPPC Public Affairs Office 
at 301-952-4584.

Pedestrian Safety Is 
Celebrated this Month

The Pedestrian Safety Month 
began as a joint effort between 
the Senior Citizens Advisory 
Committee and the City. .of 
Greenbelt in April of 1998, af- 
ter repeated concerns were ex- 
pressed in an open forum in the 
fall of 1997, 

At the last public forum 
there seemed to be a new twist 
on the problem of pedestrian 
safety. This time it was “GET- 
TING ALONG TOGETHER” 
with bicyclists, skateboarders 
and in-line or roller skaters. 

Most of the concerns pertain 
to pedestrian and bicycle traffic 
merging at the Roosevelt Cen- 
ter, at crosswalks, on the lake 
trail and on sidewalks in par- 
ticular. 
are already regulated by law, 
but because the concerns are 


low priority they often get 


overlooked. 

When a pedestrian sees cy- 
clists or skaters coming it is 
best to step aside and let them 
pass. The problem is when pe- 
destrians do not see cyclists 
coming up from behind. It is 
the cyclist’s responsibility to let 
the pedestrian know they are 
approaching by bell, horn, or 
calling out so it is not a sur- 
prise to the pedestrian. 

Cyclists or $katers that come 
upon a group of pedestrians 
likewise should slow down. Of 
course paying attention to the 
posted areas that do or do not 
allow bikes, skaters, boarders, 
etc. need to be followed. Cy- 
clists and: skaters need to real- 
ize that public areas are not 
places for new tricks and air 
stunts. All it takes is one small 
mistake and not only the dare- 
devil but innocent bystanders 
and pedestrians can be hurt as 
well.

Joseph T. Mayhew, age 57, 
died of complications from en- 
cephalitis on June 10, 2000 at the 
Washington Hospice. He had 
diabetes.

Joe grew up in East Riverdale. 
He was a graduate of 
Bladensburg High School and the 
University of Maryland. 

For 26 years he worked for 
the Library of Congress, much of 
that time in the Spanish acquisi- 
tions department, retiring in 
1992. At the Library of Con- 
gress he was the first Recom- 
mending Officer for Science Fic- 
tion (in charge of developing the 
library’s collection of science fic- 
tion-relatéd materials). 

Joe published many cartoons 
and short stories.

His cartoons have appeared in 
Analog, Asimov’s, Pirate Writ- 
ings, The New York Review of 
Science Fiction and in many

On Wednesday, May 24, from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Greenbelt El- 
ementary School (GES) held its 
Annual Earth Day Celebration. 
Accompanied by Science Teacher 
Beth Stewart, and Pauline 
Santorelli, students and parents 
helped to clean the school court- 
yard and surrounding grounds.

At a 
meeting with school staff mem- 
bers, the Garden Club helped the 
school organize several Saturday 
and Thursday evening work ses- 
sions that were appropriately 
named “Dig It.” Here is where 
many parents, students and teach- 
ers worked and planted together 
to make this a beautiful and wel- 
coming gathering place. 

One project that many Imani 
students remembered was Daffo- 
dil Day. Each student brought in 
a daffodil bulb to plant in the 
courtyard. Each spring blooms of 
the daffodils as weil as the iris 
delight the eye and enliven the 
heart of the beholder.

Opposition 

Council comity deteriorated 
when it came time to vote to 
adopt the budget as it had just 
been amended. 

Turnbull stated, as he had 
promised previously, that he 
planned to vote against the bud- 
get adoption. His concern was 
not with any one specific ex- 
penditure but rather with what 
he perceived as an inappropri- 
ate proposal by McLaughlin 
and the city staff. When other 
jurisdictions, and the nation as 
a whole, are enjoying record 
revenues, he felt it was not the 
appropriate time for the city to 
raise taxes and “deplete the 
general fund balance.” He 
complained about the “unre- 
sponsive reception” from the 
other councilmembers that 
made his attempt to propose 
changes to the budget “a futile 
effort.” 

Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts announced his intention 
to vote against the budget be- 
cause it included funds to 
make the museum curator a 
full-time position (it is currently 
a part-time job). Because this 
provision was included in 
McLaughlin’s original proposal, 
it was not voted upon sepa- 
rately. Although the position 
would be partly funded by 
grants, those grants would 
phase out, leaving the city with 
a continuing and increasing ex- 
penditure without an identified 
source of funding. A full-time 
curator, he argued, is not an es- 
sential position that justified in- 
creasing people’s taxes. 

Councilmember Edward 
Putens also threatened to vote 
against the budget to force 
Turnbull to propose specific cuts. 

Councilmembers Putens and 
Thomas White and Mayor 


Judith Davis expressed frustra- 
tion at Turnbull’s repeated com- 
ments that taxes should not be 
raised again. When citizens 
complain to her about the tax 
hike, Davis said, she asks them 
to tell her where they would 
cut expenditures by the roughly 
quarter million dollars that the 
tax increase will bring in. In 
different ways, all three pointed 
out that council has been re- 
viewing the budget since early 
April — if Turnbull had pro- 
posals to avoid a tax hike, why 
did he not bring them up dur- 
ing the budget review he was 
asked. The proposals he did 
present, White noted, were rela- 
tively small and some in- 
creased, rather than decreased 
the budget. 

Turnbull replied that it is not 
possible for council to do what 
he is asking. Such cuts, he 
said, must come from the city 
manager’s office. If revenues 
are flat, the budget should re- 
flect that. His concern, 
Turnbull said, is with “efficien- 
cies unfound” and “creativity 
untapped” and the need for 
council to indicate to staff that 
it wants more thoughtful ways 
of doing business. 

He called the idea that cutting 
the budget would require cutting 
people, a “rhetorical fallacy.’ A 
caring organization does not do 
that, but instead manages change 
over time to let attrition do the 


job. As for the real changes he 


hoped for from his stand: “To- 
morrow morning is when that 
takes place”— when the city 
manager starts thinking about the 
next budget. 

Putens argued that he would 
rather pay to increase recre- 
ation, arts and other programs 
for youth than to have to pay 
for more police later. “Let’s do 
it the right way,” he said. 

White picked up on the 
mayor's statement about the 


budget cut needed to avoid a 
tax increase. In order to keep 
a level tax rate would require 
eliminating either people or 
programs, he said. “Show 
me,” he challenged Turnbull. 
Even after two public hearings, 
and any number of 
worksessions he said he had 
never heard a proposal from 
Turnbull worth more than 
$7,000. White said he chal- 
lenged Turnbull to state specifi- 
cally the changes he wanted to 
the budget so council could 
consider them. We have got to 
adopt the budget, he said. “I 
think I’ve fulfilled my respon- 
sibilities.” 

Roberts tried to calm his 
colleagues, expressing his re- 
gret that the budget discussion 
had involved so much tension. 
“It doesn’t get us anywhere to 
make this into a personal 
thing,” he said. — 

In the end, the budget 
passed on a 3-2 vote with 
Turnbull and Roberts opposed. 
The motion to suspend the 
rules passed unanimously, with 
Turnbull carefully noting that 
his vote merely reflected his 
acknowledgment that there had 
been adequate public notice as 


to what council planned to do. 
The ordinance setting tax rates 
and appropriating funds passed 
by the same 3-2 vote as the 
earlier budget adoption motion. 
Pedestrian Safety 

Gerald Madison, on behalf 
of the Senior Citizens Advisory 
Committee, asked council to 
consider actions to encourage 
the safe co-existence of bicy- 
clists, skateboarders, and in-line 
Skaters with pedestrians. He 
noted that the police department 
had held a bicycle rodeo over 
Greenbelt Day weekend, but 
unfortunately no one attended. 

McLaughlin noted that the 
annual pedestrian safety cam- 
paign is starting, with banners 
to be hung later that same 
week. The city is running 
safety videos on channel B-10 
and will soon be running pedes- 
trian safety ads in this newspa- 
per. Turnbull called for greater 
enforcement. Previous efforts 
had focused on how pedestrians 
could look out for themselves. 
He called for having “an equal 
measure of enforcement.” 

An ordinance to grant a 
$127,000 contract for new 
lights at Braden Field was 
unanimously approved.

project, SHA notes that the 
connector remains on their re- 
spective master plans. Past and 
present Greenbelt city councils 
have vigorously opposed the 
ICC, pointing out that any wid- 
ening and extension of MD 201 
would result in funneling traffic 
from the ICC into Greenbelt. 
Currently Governor Parris 
Glendening alSo opposes the 
AS 

Because there was a lack of 
consensus on the original 
project’s Purpose and Need 
Statement, the project was 
tabled. The Federal Highway 
Administration did not agree on 
the Contee Road terminus for 
MD 201. The Prince George’s 
County master plan called for 
extending MD 201 to MD 198 
in Laurel; however, there were 
environmental concerns dealing 
with Indian Creek as well as 
strong opposition from the local 
community. 

When the project was rein- 
stated in 1999, the goals in- 
cluded “upgrading MD 201 to 
four or six lanes to provide 
commuter access to the District 
of Columbia and upgrading the 
US 1 Corridor to facilitate local 
and/or commuter traffic.” The 
focus also included “smart 
growth/concentrated growth and 
priority funding areas.” 

At the upcoming June 21 
meeting SHA will “acquaint the 
public with the need for the 
project and the progress of the 
study to date.”
